they were? Granting the very worst 
that ever bas been said against mis- 
siovaries, what then? Are they not 
still women? Are they not English 
women ? Strangers to us they may be ; 
differ from us they may or may not, in 

oint of doctrine or practice. But will 

ritish men, will any men of any nation 
in the world that ia fit to be called a na- 
tion, allow their women, their sisters and 
wives, their mothers and daughters, to 
be treated with indignity and insult, to 
be stoned, trampled under foot, tortured, 
mutilated, burnt alive by a filthy orowd 
of pestilential vermin who are on eye- 
sore on the face of the earth and an af- 
fliction to any country they infest? No, 
a thousand times, No! Men’s troubles 
matter less; men should look after them- 
selves, ood o mon can fight, 
even if he is a missionary. and 
‘es white man who dies fighting 
in a Chinese mob cnn at least have ‘the 
satisfaction of getting a score of the 
reptiles’ lives for his own. But these 
yellow devils who maul and mangle and 
murder our women, there is nothing for 
them but death, sudden death, whole- 
sale death. The breed should be thinned 
down until it can be kept under control 
by human beings. A race like this is 
not fit to live asa nation. Itis nat fit 
to be trented with as o civilised power 
—the ‘power’ is proved a lie by 
the miserable imposture of the war just 
concluded, and the ‘civilised’ was a lie 
proclaimed trom the very first, The 
Chinese, the populace who: can do such 
thing and the government that never 
prevents them, are not civilised in the 
slightest degree. ‘That we should have 
tosay soseams ausurdly superfluous; yet 
there are some, misled and misleading, 
who prateand writebooks gushing with 
praise of Chinese civilisation, of Buddhist 
gentleness and humanity, and of Heaven 
only. knows whatmorarubbish. .Why do. 
British Ministers, Consuls, Government 
officials, etill persist in regarding the 
Chinese as civilised human beings? 
Why do they placidly continue negotia- 
tions with such o Lorde of savage mon- 
asters?‘ ‘It is ‘atrocious, Why do we 
time after time, yeat after year, until 
it comes to-be. reckoned by contaries, 
still tolerate the same old’ system 
of indeseribable barbarity, and content 
ourselves when the evil is paid for in 
silver? Why do-we let an inquiry drag 
on for mouths, and termigate in the 
execution of.an ignorant. coolie, and the 
parent of o:sum haggled-over cent 
y cent, and:the perpetuation of a. sys- 
tem which produces fresh crops of 
hideous horrors every season?

A fine thirst, with a go 
body to it, is a precivus posseasion in 
the opinion of some people, It fs not 
to be wasted on any nondesoript ba 
verage, such as may happen to be at hand, 
but is carefully cherished until the moment 
when it may be quenched with equal. plea- 
sure to the palate and refraahment to the 
frame. Othere regard thirst at promiscuous 
bours ae elmply au inconvenience, and take 
the first means to hand of getting rid of it, 
often with the result that it reaura’ again 
and again, merely beoause the drink hae 
happened to be of a kind that heats the sys- 
i5ia, though bestowing a momentary relief.

There is uo truth io it, and the meh who 
make it an exouse for imbibing whiskey br 
brandy at all hours of the day with their 
cooling drinks cannot be too econ disabused 
of a fatee and injurious iden. The fagt fe, 
that the ica which is so often thrown into 
tho gloss is much more dangerous that the 
water, being frequently obtained from an 
impure source, but it is viewed with com- 
placesoy when a little spirit forms a part of 
the contents, .

Its obeapcess leada 
toon inclination to undervalue it ; but some 
day it may, conjoined with certain flavours, 
be rated at its trae worth, Tho additions, 
however, may render it comparatively 
costly. Lemonade mede from fresh lemona 
is, ao far, the pleasanteat summer drink that 
can be assimilated with safety, and it.would 
be regarded with greater confidence were 
the water boiled before being mixed with 
tho lemon-juice.
